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The Preface. 


T is cuident vnto all men, diligently rea- 
ding holye ſcripture, and auncient auc- 
thours, that from the Apoſtles time, ther 
„ hath been theſe orders of Miniſters in 

Chriſtes Churche, Biſhoppes, Prieſtes, 
and Deacons, which officers were euer- 
more had in ſuche reuerent eſtimation, 
that no man by his owne priuat auctho- 
ritie, might preſume to execute any of 
them, except he were firſt called, tried, 
I examined, and knowen to haue ſuche 
qualities, as were requiſite for the ſame, and alſo by publique 
praier, with impoſition of handes, approued and admitted therun- 
to. And therfore, to the intent theſe orders ſhoulde be continued, 
and reuerently vſed and eſteemed in this church of England, it is 
requiſite, that no man (not beyng at this preſent Biſhop, Prieſt, nor 
Deacon) ſhal execute any of them, except he be called, tried, exa- 
mined, and admitted, accordyng to the fourme hereafter folos 
wing. And none ſhall be admitted a Deacon, except he be. xxi. 
yercs ofageat thelcaſt. And cueryman, which is to beadmitteda 
Prieſt, ſhalbe full. xxiiii. yeres olde. And euery man, whiche is to 
be conſecrateda Biſhop, ſhalbe fully thirtie yeres of age. And the 
Biſhop knowing, either by hym ſelfe, or by ſufficient teſtimo—- 

nic, any perſon to be a man of vertuous conuerſation, and 
without crime, and after examination and triall, 
findyng him learned in the Latine tongue, 
and ſufficiently enſtructed in holy Scrip⸗ 
ture, may vpon a Sunday or holy 
day, in the face of the church, 
admit him a Deacon, in 
ſuch maner & fourme 
as hereafter folo- 
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The fourme and maner 


of orderyng of Deacons. 


Irſt when the day appoynted by the Biſhop is come, there 

ſhal be an exhortation,declaryng the duericand office of 

ſuche as come to be admitted Miniſters, howe neceſſary 
ſuche orders arc in the Churche of Chriſte,andalſo howe the 
people ought to eſteeme them in their vocation, 


After the exhortation ended, the Archdeacon, or his deputie, 
Shal preſent ſuch as come to the Bishop to be admitted, ſay- 
yng theſe wordes.

And now 
beholde, Jam ſure that hencefoozth ye all (thzough whom J 
haue gone pꝛeaching the Kingdome of God) ſhaltlee my face no 
moze.n9herfoze I take you to recoꝛd this dap, that J am pure front 
the blood of al men: Foꝛ J haue ſpared no labour,but haue ſhe wed 
peu all the ceunſayle of God. Take hede therioze vnto pour ſelues, 
and to all the flocke, among whom the holy ghoſt hath made you 
ouerſcers, to rule the congregation of God, whiche he hath pur⸗ 
chaſed with his biood. Fo2 J am lure of this, that after my depar⸗ 
ting ſhall greeuous wolues enter in among you, not ſparing the 
flocke, Mozeouer, of pour owne lelues ſhall men ariſe, ſpeatiyng 
peruerſe thinges, to dꝛawe diſciples after them. Therfoze awake, 
and remember that by the ſpace of thzee peeres, J ceaſled not to 
warne euery one of pou night and dap, with teares. 

And now bꝛethꝛen, Jcommend pou to God, and tothe word of 
his grace, which is able to build further, and to geue you an inhe⸗ 
ritaunce among all them whiche are ſanctitied. J haue deſired no 
mang ſiluer, golde, oꝛ veſture: Pea, you kno we pour ſelues, that 
theſe handes haue miniſtred vnto mp neceſſities, and vnto them 
that were with me. J haue ſhewed pou all thynges, how that ſo 
labouring, ye ought to receiue the weake, and to remember the 
woꝛdes of the Lozde Jeſu, howe that he laid, It is moꝛe ble ſſed to 
gyue, then to recepue.

Or els this third Chapter, of the firſt Epiſtle to Timothe, 


His is atrueſaying,Jf any man deſire the office ofa Biſhop, 
he deſireth an honeſt wozke. A Biſhop therfoze muſt be 
blameleſle, the huſband of one wyle, diligent, ſober,dilcrete, 
a keper of holpitalitie, apt to teache,not geuen toouermuch wyne, 
no fighter, not greedie offilthy lucre, but gentle, abhozring kigh⸗ 
tyng, abhozryng couetouſneſſe, one that ruleth well his owne 
houle, one that hath chi dꝛen in ſubiection with al reuerence.

It is 
wꝛitten alſo in the A ctes ofthe Apoſtles, that the Diſciples which 
were at Antioche dyd kaſt and pzay, oꝛ euer they lapde handes vp⸗ 
on, oꝛ ſent foꝛth Paul and Barnabas. Let vs therfoze, folowing 
the example ot our ſautour Chuſt and his Apoſtles, firſt fall to 
pꝛaier, oꝛ that we admit #lend foꝛth this perſon pꝛeſented vntovs, 
to the wozke whereunto we truſt the holy ghoſt hath called him.
